However well the mothers may 
own them, there are frequently times 
when a cold, weakly or neglected lamb 
can Ik* saved by taking it to the cow 
and forcing the teat into its little, cold 
mouth and a few streams of milk down 
its throat.

| to take the first swallow, when they 
would suddenly wake up and begin to 
draw so greedily that our anxiety about 
the lamb's safety was transferred to the 
cow. 

Siiiietitue* a giHnl mother will not 
have milk enough fora day or two or a 
young ewe may not have a sufficient 
supply for a longer period, then it is 
better to help out once a day with the 
cow than to have the lamb stunted.

By reason of » 
bitter tight made on the electric lights 
I by the old Gas Company, the electric 
plant wa* not operated at all, but was su 
much dead capital.

and become thirsty give one lukewarm 
water and the other cold water, and 
the one that drinks the ice water will 
bloat and die in fifteen minutes. 

I find also that the leaves of the plant 
are more heating than the stems. There 
is no danger from feeding the plant 
when it has age for two reasons; first, 
animals then eat more of the stems; sec- 
ond, at that time of the year the water 
in the |mni1s and ditches is more or less 
warm. There is no danger in feeding 
the hav after it is cured or in letting 
animals run on alfalfa jmsture when it 
is partly dry and green mixed. 

In handling alfalfa for hav many make 
a mistake. The practice of forcing gr >wth 
*o as to make four or live crojw a year is 
wrong. It only adds water to it. not 
strength, and it loses greatly by shrink- 
age la itli in the field and stuck, and 
makes it little lietter than brown paja-r 
for feed. Animals have to ent from four 
to five ](onnds of water to get anything 
out of the alfalfa hay etit so young, and 
it causes horse* to become weak in the 
kidneys. 

Alfalfa should not lie cut until the 
blossoms Is-giu to fall, then the po<ls lie- 
gin to form and the plaut lias nutriment 
in it. When a man cuts his alfalfa four 
or more times a year to put it on the 
market he injures himself and the l*al- 
ince of the community, os it ia without 
role tan ce or fattening quality, and jw*r- 
*ons who buy the hay to fe«sl to cattle 
or work animals will not boy alfalfa 
again, as they itnngine all alfalfa lnt)* is 
alike. Some jMirtics, however, are un- 
fortunate in having field* planted where 
the ground is always moist, lu such lo- 
cations it will grow too rapidly, and will 
he of no use hut to jta>ture or feed hogs 
or milk stock, as it tills the place of slop 
very well.— W. E. Anderson iu StSck 
Grower.

About Ticks. 

The region for ticks commences not 
far from the thirty-second parallel of lati- 
tude. I may a* well say t hat joint marked 
out for acclimation fever in cattle, 
though 1 do nut claim they are the cause 
of fever. There are two distinct species 
of ticks, perhaps more. 1 will notice 
two only. The brown tick with star in 
center is a familiar one, and has two 
long hooks or claws for climbing or 
cntching hold of any object jiassing near 
enough. 1 have noticed on blades of 
grass iu the woods lumps of seed ticks 
of this variety with the skeleton of t’-e 
mother tick, indicating the peculiar 
mode of propagating themselves — how 1 
do not understand. This tick is not so 
troublesome to stock as the black or 
winter tick. The Muck tick is entirely 
different iu species. He Mis a wt Mv-d 
foot that opens and expands at will. lie 
can go up a pane of glass as easily as a 
horsefly, or penetrate the thickest cost 
of hair uuy animal has. and when once 
uj«»n a cow i* at home — has come to stay 
for the season. They projtagate them- 
selves on the M-ast rapidly, and if not 
attended to will keep the animal from 
thriving as it should. They come and 
go with the seasons, where and how 1 
will leave some one else to decide. To 
keejt them off your stock you have to 
commence w< >rk as soon as warm weather 
begins or a little before. Sttljihur and 
suit in equal quantities, given twice a 
week, will ket-j) them tinder control. 
Every jit-rson knows the irritation a tick 
bite creates, ami the thought occurs if 
we imd a few hundred of them on the 
beast that gives the milk or the steak we 
consume daily, we eat very inferior beef 
or drink very poor milk iu many capes, 
or perhujis may he laying the founda- 
tion for some future ill* that we know- 
nothing of.— Cor. Southern Live Stock 
Journal.

Cu ring II lair*. 

Salting hide* should he dnue under 
cover. First, a layer of salt of alaiut 
one inch should la- sjiread over the flour, 
on the place intended for the hide pile. 

Then on the salt spread oat the first 
hid*-., flesh side up, taking can* that there 
shall la- no folds or wrinkles. Cover the 
hide completely with salt, and then put 
ou the next hide a* la-fore, with another 
layer of salt. It is necessary to have 
the hides spread smoothly, with jilenty 
of salt between each hide, so that no 
purtiou of tin- hide will be left uncov- 
ered. The quantity of salt necessary i* 
alaiut forty or fifty pound* to a hide. It 
is generally a giant plan to make the 
outside of the hide pile a trifle higher 
than the center, a* this method allow* 
allthe moisture to remain in the pile 
und prevents draining. Tin* can he 
done by turning in the shunk* and head 
pieces and using plenty of salt. The 
time to salt a hide dejn-nds somewhat ou 
the climate, and in no case should the 
salt 1* applied until it has lost iu ani- 
mal heat. 

This will t ike from eight to twenty 
hours, according to the condition of the 
weather. To be well cured the hide 
should rt-iiKiin in the salt from ten to 
twenty day*, a# the case may la*, and 
then tiftien out, carefully shaken und 
compactly tied Into packages. It U a 
mistake to cure hides in a vav, as it will 
cause them to jilumji tiji and detract 
from their weight when shipped. Be- 
side* they will not make a* good leather

The V-shajwd tank alajut 10 feet long, 
4 feet deep, 2 feet wide at the top and 
8 inches wide at the bottom is a good 
size. Dip immediately after shearing. 
Each grown animal will take out of the 
tank from two quarts to a gallon of 
wash. If 200 or more animals are to be 
dipped 1 would construct a dipping jdat- 
forrn of matched boards, dressed on one 
side, at least lti feet square; break it 
at the center ami have the floor slant iu 
from each side to a trough, which 
should have sufficient slant to carry a 
good 3-inch stream back to the tank. 
A tank aud dipjiing stand such as I have 
described would have acujiacityof 1.B00 
to 1,800 sheep jier day if the sheep were 
fed into the tank regularly and the tank 
kept full, say six to eight soaking allthe 
time. — F. E. Burch.
